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Second Annual Stud Managers Course 


To Be Held at Lexington, November 17-21 


The second annual Stud Managers 
Course will be held at Lexington this fall 
for five days. November 17 through 21. 
The lectures will be given in the Animal 
Pathology Building on the University of 
Kentucky campus. The joint sponsors are 
the American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association, Inc.. the Grayson Foundation, 
Inc.. and the College of Agriculture of 
the University of Kentucky. Dr. F. E. 
Hull. head of the Department of Animal 
Pathology at the University. is the gen- 
eral chairman. 

Last year more than 100 horsemen and 
veterinarians attended the first annual 
course. An equally good response is ex- 
pected this fall. The charge is $25 per 
person, The 1952 course will be approxi- 
mately as comprehensive as the one held 
last year, but each speaker has been 
alloted more time, and panel discussions 
will be held on three nights. Enrollees 
will be guests of Lexington’s Thorough- 
bred Farm Managers Club at dinner on 
another night. 

The course is designed to offer a short 
but comprehensive period of instruction 
and review for the benefit of stud farm 
managers and other interested persons. It 
is not offered as a complete course in 
veterinary medicine or farm management, 
hut is intended to give horsemen an op- 
portunity to keep informed about new 
ideas in their field and to exchange views 
with men from other parts of the country. 
Though it is primarily designed for per- 
sons in the Thoroughbred industry, breed- 
ers and owners of Saddle Horses, Stand- 
ardbreds. and other breeds are welcome 
to attend. 

The advisory staff consists of William 
du Pont Jr.. Walter M. Jeffords, George 
D. Widener, and Dr. Richard E. Shope. 
of the Grayson Foundation. and A. B. 
Hancock Jr.. of the American Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association. 

The committee in charge of arranging 
and conducting the course is made up

Indian Castration Method 


(From Dr. Douglas Osborne, curator of 
anthropology, Washington State Museum, 
University of Washington, Seattle 5. Pos- 
sibly some reader may cite a reference for 
him.) 


Some time ago. in doing research in 
early contacts between Whites and Indians 
in this area, I found reference in the Lewis 
and Clark journals to the Nez Perce cas- 
tration of horses. Following is the ref- 
erence: 

. but they will not exchange although we 
offer two for one. We came to a resolution to cas- 
trate them and began the operation this evening. 
One of the Indians present offered his services on 
this occasion. He cut them without tying the string 
of the stone, as is usual, and assures us that they 
will do much better in that way. He takes care 
to scrape the string very clean and to separate it 
from all the adhering veins before he cuts it. We 
shall have an opportunity of judging whether this 
is a method preferable to that commonly practiced, 
as Drewyer has gelded two in the usual way. 

I was struck with the information in this 
paragraph and have found reference to it 
in only one other place in anthropological 
or historical literature. You may be aware 
that there is good evidence that the horse 
spread from Spanish centers in New Mex- 
ico into the Idaho-Eastern Oregon area by 
1730. The extent to which animal husban- 
dry and general horse culture spread with 
these animals from New Mexico has never 
been evaluated. My problem is, obviously, 
to find out if the peculiar method of geld- 
ing stallions which the Nez Perce practiced 
is in any way similar to the methods used 
in New Mexico during the 1600’s and 
1700s. 

Another possibility has occurred to me, 
that is, that these northern Indians might 
have picked up a good deal of horse cul- 


ture from the Californians, Long trading 
trips to California have been recorded in 
early literature. 

If you have any suggestions as to where 
I might write to get information on 
methods of gelding in early Spanish 
America. I would be very grateful indeed 
to you. It occurs to me that there must be 
Spanish or Mexican people interested in 
these matters or that there might be a 
Mexican veterinarian journal or school 
which could help me. As far as I am con- 
cerned. I am just about stymied on the 
problem. None of the libraries I have gone 
through has yielded any information. 

I should add. as an afterthought. that 
both Lewis and Clark, in subsequent en- 
tries in their journals. stated that the 
horses gelded by the Indians recovered 
more rapidly and seemed to suffer less dis- 
comfort than those which were castrated 
by their own men following the methods 
used in the eastern United States. 


THE COVER: MARK-YE-WELL 


At the beginning of this year’s racing, 
it appeared as if Calumet Farm had a 
stem-winding 3-year-old in Hill Gail. which 
had won the Arlington Futurity at two. 
He won the San Vicente Handicap soon 
after January 1, followed this with victory 
in the Santa Anita Derby. In the Phoenix 
Handicap, at Keeneland, he beat some 
older horses; he set a new track record 
in the Derby Trial Stakes, and won the 
Kentucky Derby. But then his career 
ended for the time being because of an 
injury. 

Calumet was not out of business, how- 
ever, as Trainer Ben Jones soon demon- 
trated. At Arlington Park he produced a 
colt named Mark-Ye-Well. which had been 
unraced as a 2-year-old because of stifle 
trouble. Some trainers have found that a 
horse with stifle trouble does better when 
he is kept at racing than if he is put 
aside; the muscles of a fit horse seem to 
help keep the stifle in place. At any rate, 
Mark-Ye-Well signaled his entry into 
stakes competition by winning the Ar- 
lington Classic, earning $105,375, thus 
giving Bull Lea, his sire, his 12th winner 
of $100,000. After the one-mile Classic, 
Mark-Ye-Well dropped back to the seven 
furlongs of the Clang Handicap, which 
he won, defeating the older horses Wood- 
chuck and *Coffee Money. Then he 
stretched out to the nine furlongs of the 
American Derby, in which he again won 
slightly more than $100.000. In September 
he successfully tried the 13 furlongs of 
the Lawrence Realization. beating One 
Count and Marcador, among others. He 
also has to his credit a second (to One 
Count) in the Jockey Club Gold Cup, 
and a third (to Tom Fool and Marcador) 
in the Jerome Handicap. All told, his earn- 
ings have exceeded $250,000. The cover

The Treatment of External Injuries 


N PREVIOUS ARTICLES of this series we have touched on a 
good many different disease conditions, and in a somewhat 
general way have considered their causes, their effects, and 
in some instances. the line of treatment or care that was indi- 
cated. Recalling previous installments reveals that all of these 
conditions were internal disease processes. It would seem 
about time, then, to discuss some of the common or everyday 
wear-and-tear conditions that must be dealt with as a matter 
of routine, and often without assistance or advice from the 
veterinarian. These include external injuries. or the multitude 
of cuts, tears, puncture wounds, and bruises acquired by all 
animals of all ages. either by accident or through associations 
that, although normally quite peaceful, occasionally flare 
into violent physical conflict. 

Searching various dictionaries for a definition of the 
word “wound” that would best suit our present purposes, the 
following appeared to be quite satisfactory: “A wound is an 
injury to an organism, usually one involving division of tissue 
or rupture of the integument [that is, the skin or mucous 
membrane | due to external violence or some mechanical agency 
rather than to disease.” 

Since the policy of these articles has been one of simple 
and fundamental discussion, it would be in order to begin 
with a simple and extremely fundamental statement: Man, 
regardless of his knowledge. skill or medicinal agents, cannot 
heal a wound! He can no more heal a simple skin cut than 
he can grow a new eye or ear to replace one that has been lost 
through injury. 

The explanation for this inability to heal a wound is very 
simple. The injury has destroyed living cells that make up 
body tissues. and the break or the division in the tissues must 
be repaired by other living cells. Since man is unable to 
make a living cell he is absolutely incapable of restoring 
living tissue. He may weld a battleship together, bolt a bridge 
together, or splice a trans-atlantic cable. but he couldn't heal 
the nick he made on his chin while shaving if his life depended 
on it. Only Nature can produce the living cells necessary for 
the healing processes. Hence only Nature can repair, replace, 
and restore tissues to their former strength. Nature’s ability 
to do this job rapidly and efficiently is affected by a number 
of conditions, and it is with the management of these condi- 
tions that man’s ingenuity can be brought into play. and can 
either aid or hinder the natural healing processes. 

If we will put aside any false impressions we may have 
regarding our ability to heal wounds, and substitute for it the 
idea of doing what we can to make conditions more favorable 
for natural healing. we will be in a much better position to 
proceed with our fundamental approach to the problem of 
wound treatment. 


FIVE CONDITIONS. Practically speaking, there are five 
conditions, any one of which will prevent or delay the healing 
process in a given wound. These conditions are (a) dead or 
diseased tissue, that is, tissue that has had its blood supply 
torn away or destroyed in such a manner as to cause death of 
the cells: (b) infection: (c) movement of the wound sur-

faces; (d) separation of the wound surfaces; (e) the lack 
of proper drainage. 

Under ordinary conditions these can be controlled satis- 
factorily and even a severe wound will heal remarkably fast 
and with a minimum of scar formation or impaired function. 
Of course it is often necessary, especially where there is con- 
siderable tissue damage, for the veterinarian to treat the in- 
jury. However, if a horseman forms a habit of considering 
each of these factors even when giving first aid treatment be- 
fore the arrival of the veterinarian, or in the dressing of 
of minor injuries, he will certainly obtain more consistent and 
satisfactory over-all results. 

Too often the owner, finding a horse has been injured, 
applies whatever disinfectant, antiseptic, or healing powder 
that he happens to have handy, and then calls his veterinarian. 
Actually, a more efficient job can be done by the veterinarian 
if the wound is left absolutely alone. or at the most cleaned 
up to the best of the owner’s ability. and a temporary pro- 
tective bandage applied. 

Time is, of course, a vital factor in the treatment of bad 
wounds, since swelling sometimes makes it impossible to 
approximate the wound’s surfaces. 

Wound dressings such as iodine, metaphen. merthiolate. 
oil base preparations, and powders all tend to make cleaning 
of a fresh wound more difficult. In some cases they actually act 
as an irritant to the tissues. and in this regard do more harm 
than good. For this reason it is best that the wound be properly 
cleaned, and the dead or devitalized tissue and any foreign 
bodies, such as dirt or anything that may have remained in 
the wound. be removed before the dressing is applied. This 
precess is called debridement in surgical terminology. The 
nature of the wound then dictates the type of dressing best 
suited for that particular case. 

Wound infection is possibly the principal concern of the 
veterinarian as well as the person responsible for the care of 
the injured animal. Naturally. the greatest danger comes from 
the contamination carried into the depths of the wound at 
the time of injury. Healthy tissue has a tremendous resistance 
to infections, but the tissues that have been devitalized through 
injury or impaired blood supply make an ideal medium for 
supporting the growth of bacteria. If the first step just de- 
scribed, that is, the debridement. has been properly carried out, 
the danger from infection will have been reduced considerably. 

After the debridement we can apply a local dressing of 
a suitable antibiotic or sulfonamide preparation to control any 
small areas of infection that may have been invisible or in- 
accessible in cleaning up the wound. This. in many cases. is

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sufficient to provide satisfactory conditions for the healing 
process. In the instance of more severe wounds it has come 
to be more or less routine procedure to administer penicillin 
systematically to complete and to maintain sterility of the 
injured area. It can be readily understood that this is the 
most logical means of saturating the remote points of the 
wound with an effective agent to kill infection immediately. 
The blood that is actually bathing the wound will carry a 
concentration of penicillin that prevents the growth of all 
common wound contaminants. 

Having properly cleansed the wound and controlled the 
infection, it would seem that ideal conditions now exist for 
prompt and uncomplicated healing. In minor injuries this 
is possibly so, but in injuries where there has been a loss 
or separation of tissues there is another step that, when 
carried out successfully, will save much time and often prevent 
unsightly blemishes. This consists of bringing the wound sur- 
faces together and maintaining them in direct contact until 
they become thoroughly united through healing. Such _pro- 
cedure necessitates the placing of sutures, or stitches, in such 
a manner as to hold the wound edges together without irri- 
tation or impairment of the circulation or healing process. 
The method and material used in suturing wounds is the sub- 
ject of concern primarily to the veterinarian, and will not be 
discussed at length here. 

Also it should be left to the veterinarian to decide whether 
the wound should be sutured and healed by first intention, or 
cleaned, dressed, and maintained as an open wound and healed 
under a scab. Often it is advantageous to draw a wound to- 
gether with sutures even though it is quite apparent that the 
sutures will not hold until healing occurs. In such cases the 
edges are prevented from retracting, wrinkling, or otherwise 
creating an unduly large or uneven healing surface. Once 
injured tissue has set. the resulting wound is much easier to 
handle. even though the stitches may pull out, and it heals 
more satisfactorily than if no attempt had been made to suture 
at all. Experience quickly teaches that the location of the 
surface injury determines to a large extent the advisability of 
suturing and what materials should be used to do it with. 
Cuts and tears of the skin covering bony structures such as 
the head, lower legs, and over the ribs tend to heal rapidly 
with simple treatment. This is due mainly to the fact that there 
is little or no movement to prevent the healing surfaces from 
uniting. and also because there is no swelling of underlying 
tissues to cause stitches to pull out and allow the wound sur- 
faces to separate. A comparable injury located over a joint 
er over a large muscle is subject to movement and swelling 
that sometimes makes healing by first intention quite im- 
possible. 

So we come to the fourth consideration in the treatment 
of wounds, the movement of wound surfaces. If such move- 
ment can be prevented. the healing can be expected to pro- 
gress much more rapidly. If it is feasible to apply one. a com- 
press bandage can be of great help in immobilizing a wound. 
and it will aid materially in the healing. In other instances 
it may be advisable to keep a horse in the stall to restrict 
movement that would be detrimental to the healing process. 
Plaster casts serve very well for immobilizing a wound. when- 
ever the location will permit. 

The last consideration we mentioned was wound drain- 
age. Regardless of the care taken in the aforementioned 
conditions. that is, the cleaning and demobilization. unless 
proper drainage is established healing will be greatly re- 
tarded. or possibly prevented altogether. In all wounds there 
is a certain amount of drainage to be dealt with. It may be 
small, or it may be large. In any event. it accumulates. and 
unless an outlet is provided it will cause swelling, force sep- 
aration of tissues and healing surfaces. and in general delay 
the healing process. 


BANDAGE CHANGING. With that basic background 


of the mechanics of wound healing, we might say a word 
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about the modern trend in wound treatment, since it has 
changed quite a bit, mainly as a result of experience gained 
in the handling of war wounds. Previously it had been more or 
less standard or accepted treatment to clean and dress wounds 
rather frequently, say every other day, and put on clean 
bandages. However, it has been established without question 
that this is not the most effective way of handling most 
wounds. It is remarkable how well tissues will regenerate if 
the wound is cleaned, bandaged, and. left absolutely alone. 
The dressing or bandage will become rather unsanitary, un- 
sightly, and rather odoriferous, but in spite of this, if it is 
left in place the healing process will proceed more rapidly 
and more satisfactorily than if the dressing is changed often. 
War workers found that fresh wounds so treated and 
immobilized in a plaster cast and left for as long as five or 
six weeks without changing were very satisfactory at the end 
of this time. insofar as healing was concerned. They required 
a little cleaning up at the end of that time, but once the 
accumulated debris and tissue had been wiped away the actual 
healing bed was found to be in excellent condition. So per- 
haps this technique will find favor in veterinary practice. 


TYPES OF INJURIES. In the actual handling of a 
specific wound, we might say there is a right way and a wrong 
way. But in addition to this we should possibly break it down 
into a right way and a practical way of handling injuries or 
wounds in horses under farm conditions, That is, we may think 
it desirable to suture and bandage and immobilize a wound, 
and undoubtedly this would promote quicker and more satis- 
factory healing. but at the same time it isn’t always practical, 
either because of the location of the wound or because of the 
help available. or some such practical reason, to do exactly 
as we would like to. So if we can’t do everything we think 
should be done, we should adopt the practical approach, 
which would include an initial cleaning of the wound, and 
then, if nothing else, leave it alone and keep it clean rather 
than try a variety of dressings or healing powders that 
possibly would do more to retard the healing than to help it. 

To mention some of the specific types of injuries, we 
could start with the clean cut or tear, such as occurs when 
a horse has brushed a nail, a wire. or some projecting object 
in the stall or fence. Such a wound is usually well defined, 
possibly with little tissue damage other than to the skin, and 
ordinarily with not much problem of drainage. First of all 
it should be cleaned. By cleaning we mean not only the 
washing out of the actual cut, but also clipping the hair for 
a reasonable distance around the wound and the _ proper 
cleansing of the skin for that same distance. It it should be 
of sufficient size, of course it should be sutured to prevent 
or minimize unsightly scars or blemishes. If the cut has 
extended into the deeper tissues, it will be necessary to use 


more persistence and perhaps more surgery in the correction 


of the drainage. 

In lacerations, in addition to the cutting or tearing, there 
is a certain amount of bruising. The deeper tissue damage 
results in the sloughing of tissue. This type of wound ordin- 
arily cannot be healed satisfactorily by suturing, since there 
is a good deal of dead tissue which cannot be separated man- 
ually at once but by natural processes will separate from the 
live tissue and be sloughed away as wound discharges. Six 
to ten days. or possibly two weeks. are required before all 
dead tissue has separated and left a healthy healing surface. 
When sutured, these wounds appear to be doing very well 
for four or five days. but ordinarily in six or seven days the 
stitches will pull out because of the swelling and extensive 
sloughing and leave an open wound that must be healed as 
such. 

Puncture wounds are particularly dangerous, not so 
much because of actual tissue damage as because they are 
apt to contain infections that. once established, are very difh- 
cult to handle. An example is tetanus, or lockjaw. We ordin-

Anyway,Who Would Turn Down 
A Blond in Favor of a Horse?

Now and then chance acquaintances ask 
me, “Is it possible to beat the races?” In 
the course of time I have settled down to 
a stock answer. There are. | point out, 
thirty-odd race tracks in the country, 
ranging in value from perhaps to $200,000 
to $7,000,000. and that these employ 
thousands of people. on salary. There is 
also a purse distribution of about $55,- 
000.000 yearly. This real estate and these 
purses, I say, do not come from money 
people win on the races; they come from 
money that is lost. If my vis-a-vis. still 
looks dubious, I suggest that if 1 could 
make a comfortable living by marching 
up to a window, I would not allow a type- 
writer in the house. 

But now and then | wonder if the money 
which builds these race tracks and pays 
these purses doesn’t all come from funds 
embezzled by cashiers. Two or three 
years ago a cashier was found to be some 
$15.000 short in his accounts, and when 
he was asked to explain this, he said he 
had spent the money on a blond. It turned 
out that he was a truthful man; sure 
enough he had. His bank took two or 
three mink coats away from her. and do- 
nated them, I suppose. to the Democratic 
National Committee. But with this excep- 
tion—a very inexperienced embezzler who 
had no lawyer to advise him—everybody 
who comes up short has lost money on 
the races. Human psychology being what 
it is, the races come in for a share of 
the blame. The blond didn’t. Personally | 
think the man was right; if I had to sit 
in jail for a couple of years, 'd rather 
think about the blond than about Tom 
Fool stopping under his weight in the 
Roamer Handicap. But that’s another 
matter. 

Last week the papers reported the error 
of an airline official whose books were out 
of balance by a matter of $17.526, which 
he had, he said, lost on the races, between 
September 27 and October 8. For all 1 
know, he may have been completely truth- 
ful though the increase in the handle at 
selmont was generally attributed to the 
fine fall weather at the end of the meeting. 
There’s certainly no trick to losing $17,526 
at the races, except getting the $17,526 
to begin with. 

The point is, however, that about the 
only way to sink money without trace is 
to lose it at the races. In Florida. prob- 
ably, an occasionally unbalanced cashier 


loses it at the dog races or jai alai. but 
elsewhere the horses get it. 

Sometimes I wonder if these cashiers 
don’t lie. It is an unworthy thought. but 
then these are unworthy people. Let’s say 
a man diverts $50.000 from its normal 
paths of circulation, and puts it in a lock- 
box under the name of James Nathaniel 
Hawthorne and gives the key to his wife or 
to a friend. When his firm begins to grow 
restive under the discrepancy in accounts. 
he has to explain it. Hf he claims to have 
lost it in the stock exchange. this is sub- 
ject to proof. You can't buy stocks like 
plums, you know; somebody named Mer- 
rill Lynch, Pierce. Fenner. and Beane has 
to buy them for you. and there would be 
written records. If our man claims to 
have lost it in real estate. there should be 
written records of what he bought and sold. 
If he claims, as our earlier friend did. to 
have spent it on a blond. the blond has a 
name and at that price our cashier ought 
to have her phone number. Or just her 
number. 

But if he claims that he bet $3.000 on 
Tea-Maker in the Interborough and then 
tore up the tickets. that’s the end of it. 
The ticket seller may not remember him. 
but that’s negative. particularly since a 
certain amount of time has passed by. 
(At this point I have the haunting wonder 
if a naughty cashier. studying race results 
to be able to say where he lost the money. 
ever got interested enough actually to bet 
on them, and had the incredible luck to 
vet out, blond and all.)

In two starts the 2-year-old filly, Tritium, has 
accumulated $44,930 and has become the first 
stakes winner from the first crop of foals by Cos- 
mic Bomb. On October 4 Tritium had won her 
first start, a six-furlong dash down the Widener 
chute at Belmont Park, to become her sire’s first 
winner, and then started in the richest running 
of Laurel Park’s Selima Stakes ever staged. 

Tritium went to the front after two furlongs of 
the 14-mile Selima Stakes, drew away to a 
three-length lead, and held off a late bid by His 
Duchess. There were eight lengths between His 
Duchess and the third-place Mac Bea, which 
had raced up from last in the field of eight. 

Cosmic Bomb shared the top-weight of 126 
pounds in the Experimental Free Handicap for 2- 
year-olds of 1946 with Double Jay and the filly 
First Flight. He earned $248,890 during his rac- 
ing career and entered the stud in 1949. Cosmic 
Bomb now stands at Henry H. Knight’s Alma- 
hurst Farm near Lexington. He has a full book 
for 1953. 

Katydid, Tritium’s second dam, was sold by 
Calumet Farm in the 1941 Lexington Fall Sales, 
and the next spring, then owned by Mrs. Isabel 
Dodge Sloane’s Brookmeade Stable, she foaled 
Katylea, by Bull Lea. Katylea was a winner under 
Brookmeade’s colors before being retired to stud. 
Her second foal was Tritium. Katylea foaled a 
bay filly by Grand Admiral on February 1 at 
Shandon Farm, Lexington, and was bred to 
Eight Thirty.

Prince Michael’s 


Basket Boy 


CHICAGO 

Abbe Sting and “Tiny” Keezek have 
been doing a right good business the past 
couple of years. Without fear or favor, 
or caring much what anybody else thought 
about it, they have been chasing stake 
horses around race tracks. They haven't 
caught any yet (in stakes races. that is). 
but they have put a little more than 
$50.000 to their credit with the horsemen’s 
bookkeeper. 

Inertia has never been a failing or a 
weakness with “Tiny” Keezek since he 
was a “basket boy” at the race track in 
Warsaw. Poland, where he was born. Fail- 
ure to size up situations. move quickly, or 
seize opportunities would have been fatal 
to the prospects, if not the life and limb. 
of a “basket boy” on a continental course 
fifty years ago. Only through prompt and 
proficient use of the rake. broom. pitch- 
fork. and muck basket could he hope for 
advancement and the comfort of sitting 
down at his meals. He knew what a hard- 
boot was, even if he had never heard of 
Kentucky. 

In keeping with the characteristics of 
his owner. Abbe Sting can’t be faulted on 
the point of not trying. He has killed no 
giants yet, but you can never tell what 
might happen in a horse race. including 
the big stakes. where Abbe Sting runs 
occasionally. 

This 4-year-old bay colt by *Abbe 
Pierre out of Stingaree. by Oceanic. bred 
by G. R. Bryson in Maryland, has won 
nine races, placed in 19 others. His plac- 
ings include second to Hall of Fame in 
the American Derby last year. third to To 
Market and Dr. Ole Nelson in the Haw- 
thorne Gold Cup on October 4 this year. 
He also finished third to *Tio Ciro and 
*Cuore in the Meadowland Handicap on 
Washington Park’s grass course last Au- 
gust. If you will look at this fellow’s races 
in retrospect you will observe he was al- 
ways closer to the front and at the finish 
than he was in the early furlongs. regard- 
less of the class and prestige of the oppo- 
sition, 

Keezek claimed Abbe Sting for $8,000 
when Hugh Fontaine dropped him into 
that kind of race in Florida early in 1950. 
He has been looking for stake horses ever 
since, with casual unconcern for their 
reputations. When Keezek sent him out 
for the Hawthorne Gold Cup “Tiny” said: 
“I believe he'll run a little.” He did, while 
those ahead of him contributed to a pace 
which equaled the Hawthorne record for 
a mile and a quarter. He didn’t threaten 
To Market, and Dr. Ole Nelson had about 


a length on him at the wire, but he ran 
over the others and, as a matter of further 
importance, added $5,000 to “Tiny” Kee- 
zek’s account. 

Poland had long since been partitioned 
for the third time and Warsaw had been 
a Russian possession for more than a cen- 
tury when little Joseph Keezek acquired 
the name “Tiny.” The Russian prince 
Michael de Lazaroff had a stable of horses 
at the Warsaw track and was inspecting 
them one day when two new “basket 
boys” were hired. It was the custom to 
initiate new boys by ducking their heads 
in a bucket of water and giving them 
nicknames. As young Keezek’s head came 
up out of the bucket Prince Michael 
laughed and called him “Tiny.” Hardly 
anyone has called him anything else since. 
and not one race tracker in’ hundreds 
knows his name is Joseph Powell Keezek. 
The other boy who was ducked with 
“Tiny” was called “Monkey.” He was 
killed later in the first World War. 

The late John Oliver (Jack) Keene. of 
Lexington. Ky., who began the building of 
Keeneland Race Course on his ancestral 
acres of the Keeneland Stud. had gone 
to Russia in 1902 at the suggestion of the 
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former American jockeys Carl Mitchell 
(later a veterinarian), and Joe Piggot, 
and was training the Bloch stable there 
with remarkable success. Prince Michael 
was impressed by Keene’s methods and 
engaged the American as trainer. 

When Keene took over the eighty Laz- 
aroff horses he also took the former basket 
boy. “Tiny” Keezek, who had become a 
groom and exercise boy. The man who 
rubbed a horse also galloped him, Some of 
the men were “pretty big fellows, too.” 
The barns were closed in like those on 
farms. Horses were saddled in the barns 
before races, cooled out on rings in the 
infield. each trainer having his own ring. 
Most of the trainers in Russia were Eng- 
lish. 

Keene taught Keezek and his other boys 
to ride short in the American fashion 
which Tod Sloan popularized in England. 
One day, for an important race, Keene 
chose Keezek to ride. 

“Do you mean to say you are going to 
let that basket boy ride?” exclaimed 
Prince Michael. “Yes.” said Jack. by way 
of a detailed explanation, “I am.” 

The story of Jack Keene’s amazing suc-

cess in Russia with the Lazaroff horses has 
been related before. He is said to have 
won 116 races in four months. “Tiny” 
Keezek says it was 120. Irish Lad (Galtee 
More—Lassuk. by Vederemo). not to be 
confused with the American Irish Lad 
(*Candlemas—Arrowgrass, by Enquirer 
or Bramble) of the same age, won eight 
consecutive races for Keene, including the 
Warsaw. Moscow, and St. Petersburg 
Derbys in 1903. 

(Galtee More, sire of this Irish Lad. 
won England’s Triple Crown—Derby, St. 
Leger and Two Thousand—in 1897. The 
other Irish Lad. owned by Herman B. 
Duryea, was exported to France, where he 
figures in the French pedigrees which help- 
ed in removing the ban against American 
bloodlines. ) 

Keene’s achievements on the Russian 
Turf aroused jealousy and hostility in 
other trainers and owners, and came to 
an abrupt end one day in Moscow. A 4- 
year-old named Lawrin (“same name as 
that horse Ben Jones won the Derby 
with”) had won a four-mile stake. An 
accusation was made that Lawrin had been 
stimulated. The charge was made directly 
against Keene’s foreman, “Big Tex.” and 
by inference against Keene. 

“T never knew ‘Big Tex’ by any other 
name.” Keezek said. “He was ruled off 
and Jack came home.” 


What was most important to Keezek, 
he came to America with Keene. He quit 
riding in 1906 after beating Yankee Girl 
(Tommy Burns up) with Bogen (opened 
at 80. closed at 10) at Montgomery Park 
in Memphis. He was associated with 
Keene for many years. trained Jean La- 
fitte. Don Romiro and others. and be- 
tween 1922 and 1929 raced some of Keene’s 
horses in Cuba. 

When Keene went to Russia again in 
1906, this time via Japan, where he took 
some horses. Keezek remained in the 
States. 

“IT had my first naturalization papers, 
but not the final ones. and I was taking 
no chances of not getting back.” he said. 
“Joe Piggot, he sold his passport in Rus- 
sia and never did get back. Carl Mitchell 
became a veterinarian.” 

Jack Keene had saddled his first win- 
ner, the 3-year-old Incetatus, in 1897 at 
Nashville. The colt was ridden by Max 
Hirsch, now trainer of To Market, who 
beat Abbe Sting in the Hawthorne Gold 
Cup. And Max Hirsch saddled his first 
winner, Guatama, at New Orleans in 1902 
while Jack Keene was winning races in 
Russia. 

There had to be something orthodox 
about this story, so “Tiny” Keezek was 
asked the usual question about his “best 
horse.” 

“Best horse I ever owned myself? Here 
he is, Abbe Sting.”

“Khaled’s 22 J uvenile Winners 


Approach “Star 


Los ANGELES 

With about two and a half months of 
racing remaining before the year is over, 
there is a chance that *Khaled might 
establish a new all-time record for the 
number of 2-year-old winners in a season. 
The last time I looked, Rex Ellsworth’s 
splendid son of Hyperion had omts22 2- 
year-old winners, tying what might be 
termed the modern record made by *Phar- 
amond II in 1937. The all-time record, ac- 
cording to the American Racing Manual, 
is 27, set by *Star Shoot in 1916. 

There are still a few good *Khaled 
maidens around and about, leading Ells- 
worth to believe there is a fighting chance 
the record can be broken before the close 
of the year. In his own barn, for example, 
there are three that are ready to run and 
win; Charley Leavitt has one. and Bob 
Roberts another. So the belief that 
*Khaled might crack *Star Shoot’s record 
before the year is over is not entirely 
wishful thinking on Ellsworth’s part. 

With such a tremendous record, the odd 
part is that the best colt and filly from 
the crop are maidens and since they are 
not in training now are destined to finish 
out the year still listed among the non- 
winners. Ellsworth rates Correspondent, 
which was sold early last spring, as you 
may remember, to Mr. and Mrs. Gordon 
Guiberson, as the best colt, and picks 
Time To Khal as the top filly. Correspon- 
dent, according to Ellsworth, is only a 
shade behind Boo Who in ability as a 
2-year-old, and destined to be much su- 
perior at three. Time To Khal. a sister 
to the stakes winner Season’s Best. is on 
the shelf at present with an ankle injury. 

“If *Khaled were standing in Kentucky 
where he would get top mares.” Ellsworth 
was saying the other day, “there is no 
telling what he might have accomplished 
already. But as you know, I’ve bred him 
to everything.” 

The record shows that. For example, 
*Khaled has 47 registered foals of 1950. 
an almost unbelievably large crop. Two 
or three of those died before reaching 
the races. His next two crops will be 
much smaller, and in 1953, according to 
Ellsworth, his crop will be as large as 
in 1950. “We had excellent luck getting 
our mares in foal this year.” Ellsworth 
says. “Except for his 1952 crop, when we 
had a number of imported mares that 
were giving us trouble, *Khaled has al- 
ways had about the same number of

chances. His 1952 crop. the smallest of 
all. will number only a dozen.” 

Among his 22 winners of 1952 *Khaled 
has three stakes winners this year and, as 
further proof that a good horse can pop 
up in the most unexpected places, take 
the case of Nox. His owner, H. F. Guyer, 
arrived at the Ellsworth ranch one day 
lugging behind his automobile a battered 
trailer in which there was a tired and 
dusty mare. It had evidently taken them 
the better part of a week to make the trip 
from Oregon to southern California, but 


it was Guyer’s ambition that his mare, 


Hi-Grip. by High Strung. be bred to 
*Khaled. 

Ellsworth kept putting them off, mainly 
because he thought it might be hard to 
get the mare in foal and, then again, 
he doubted if they could ever get their 
money back from such an expensive ser- 
vice. Finally. he bred the mare, and the 
result was Nox. which won five in a 
row. including the Oregon Breeders’ Fu- 
turity at Portland Meadows. 

*Khaled’s other stakes winners are 
Fleet Khal. winner of the Lassie Stakes at 
Hollywood Park. and Khalati. which ran 


*KHALED. Twenty-two 2-year-old w 


away with the Junior Miss Stakes at Del 
Mar. 

Khalati is out of Love Trace, a half 
sister to the excellent filly, Danae, and she 
sold at auction, you may recall, for only 
$900. I think that is important, because 
*Khaled’s stud fee. beginning in 1953, 
will be $3,000. 

Ellsworth is not at all surprised that 
*Khaled turned out to be the top sire in 
California, and one of the most success- 
ful in the country. “I could have bought 
a horse for lots less,” Ellsworth says, 
“But I went to $160.000 for *Khaled be- 
cause he was what I wanted. Check back 
over the records and you will find that is 
the top price ever paid for any horse 
brought to California primarily as a stud.” 
Actually *Khaled did race in this coun- 
try although he was bought essentially 
as a stallion. not as racing material. Al- 
though he had considerable wind trouble, 
he managed to win at Santa Anita—at 
telephone number figures—before enter- 


‘ing the stud at Ellsworth’s ranch near On- 


tario, Calif. 

Ellsworth looks at a horse first through 
the eyes of a cowboy and secondly through 
the eyes of a Thoroughbred breeder and 
owner, and a horse has to be made just 
right to pass the test. He likes a horse 
well rounded from hip to hip, standing 
well up in the rear, with plenty of room 
for the saddle. and a gentle downward 
slope to the withers. I have always thought 
that Ellsworth must have felt that Bewitch, 
which stood so high in the rear it looked 
as though her front feet were in a hole, 
was the most beautiful thing he had ever 
seen. Anyway. Ellsworth has a keen ap-

preciation for a horse, but his standards 
are extremely high. 

“Some time ago.” he said. “I wrote to 
Joe Estes of BLoop-Horse and tried 
to give him credit for persuading me to 
buy *Khaled. But he would have none of 
it. although I bought *Khaled, as you 
know. when we went abroad together in 


1946.” 


Through his friend Prince Aly Khan, 
Ellsworth has managed to reserve two 
seasons to Tulyar when the little horse that 
may become a legend in England is re- 
tired. The Prince promised him the sea- 
sons to Tulyar, according to Ellsworth, 
during a recent visit to Del Mar. Ellsworth 
is already planning to buy mares in Eng- 
land. send them to the court of Tulyar, 
then ship the foals to this country when 
they are weanlings. He already owns 
horses in England, California, Colorado 
and Arizona, and has almost 500 head, 
including Thoroughbreds, Quarter Horses, 
and just plain saddle ponies. 


*Khaled had 37 foals, 22 runners, and 14 2-year- 
old winners in his first American crop, born in 
1949. In 1950 he had 47 registered foals, including 
one which died. The largest crops got by *Star 
Shoot were 52 foals in 1914 and 42 the following 
year. The 1914 group included 27 2-year-old win- 
ners of 1916, and a total of ten stakes winners. 
It is reported that about 75 mares were bred to 
*Star Shoot’ in 1913, and that John E, Madden 
later won a wager that the stallion would be 
represented by 25 2-year-old winners in 1916. In 
recent years most breeders have limited even the 


most popular sires to 40 mares or less. Man 0’ 
War was never bred to more than 25 mares in a 
year.—Editor. 


NO JUICE. There was a case that came 
up during the Los Angles County Fair race 
meeting at Pomona that should be record- 
ed as a stern warning to jockeys who may 
have wayward tendencies. A rider named 
Ralph Jackson was spotted, according to 
stewards. trying to get rid of a battery 
after a certain race. It turned out that 
Jackson’s mount finished seventh in an 
eight-horse field. and after a careful check 
it developed that Jackson had ridden in 
13 races during the season without ever 
winning. 

Deponeth saith nothing about whether 
Jackson attempted to use a battery in all 
the races, or just the one in which he 
allegedly was caught. At any rate, the 
young man’s record suggests that if you 
can’t win squarely and fairly you can’t 
win by breaking the rules. If a jockey 
equipped with a battery can do no better 
than finish seventh in an eight-horse field. 
what good is the thing. anyway? 


During the fall meeting at Waterford 
Park. rain and darkness caused the plac- 
ing judges to declare the wrong horse the 
winner of the eighth race of the day. 
The mistake was disclosed by the finish 
photograph. The track paid off on both 
the real winner and the wrong horse, at 
a cost reported to be $10.000. The horse 
which the judges thought had won the 
race actually finished sixth.

arily expect tetanus to result from a puncture wound, which 
occurs frequently, but not necessarily, in the hoof. Generally 
speaking. the larger a wound the better the drainage, and 
the less danger there is of tetanus infection. Such infections 
arise from small—sometimes unnoticed—puncture wounds. 
The tetanus bacteria are introduced and the external opening 
of the puncture wound is sealed over by a scab. The next 
thing we notice is development of tetanus symptoms. The 
tetanus bacillus, the bacterium that causes tetanus, grows 
only in the absence of oxygen or air. It cannot grow in an 
open wound. It must be under the skin or in the tissues and 
be shut off from the outside air before it will grow and 
produce the toxins that cause the disease. This is another 
important reason why drainage should be established in all 
wounds. Never let a drainage outlet heal before all discharge 
has stopped. 


Another particularly dangerous infection we see resulting 
from puncture wounds or penetrating wounds of any kind 
is gas gangrene infection. Once established, this is particularly 
difficult to stop, and it develops very rapidly. 


In another class of injuries are bruises, which range from 
minor ones to very painful and sometimes serious conditions. 
We notice bruises in two forms, seroma and hematoma. A 
seroma is found most commonly in the brisket region, in 
front of and below the stifle joints, or on the hips—any- 
where a horse is likely to collide with another object to cause 
a bruise or swelling. In the first few days this swelling ap- 
pears quite hard, hot, and painful, then in a few days it 
appears to localize. The swelling becomes softer, and the 
fluid inside the seroma can either be felt or heard when the 
wound handled. 


Seromas may be treated in two ways. They can be left 
alone, in which case they will become set and hard again. 
While they will remain for quite a while they eventually are 
resorbed. In the case of a small seroma this is probably the 
best treatment. On the other hand, if there is a large pendu- 
lous swelling, around the hip or between the forelegs or on 
the chest, that is causing a good deal of pain and interferes 
with the movement of the animal, drainage (lancing) is in- 
dicated. Removing the fluid greatly reduces the size of the 
swelling that remains after healing has taken place. 

The hematoma is essentially the same as the seroma 
except that veins have been injured. They are broken or 
torn under the skin and the fluid. instead of being simply 
serum, is an accumulation of blood. This. in a matter of a 
few days. forms a clot, and if not drained out results in a 
rather hard. prominent swelling that takes a good while to 
absorb. It is best to leave these swellings alone for a few 
days until it is reasonably certain that the injury has been 
repaired and bleeding has actually stopped. They can then 
be lanced. and the clot removed; the skin will revert to its 
former position, with no ugly swelling. 

While the next classification is actually a combination. 
possibly. of some of the others. we should say a word about 
wounds that tend to open a tendon sheath or a joint capsule. 
Infection established in either of these structures is very 
serious and can cause permanent lameness or possibly lead 
to conditions that will demand destruction of an animal. Any 
wound over a joint or tendon sheath, even though it may not 
penetrate the actual joint or sheath, is dangerous because of 
the possibility that sloughing will help open one of these struc- 
tures. If there has been any bruising it will extend beyond 
the actual confines of the cut or wound. In two or three days. 
after additional strain has been placed on the structure, it 


will slough open. Therefore any injury, however small. at 
or around a joint or tendon sheath should be given every 
attention to insure that it does not become complicated. It is 
best to apply a compress to these injuries—preferably a wet 
compress—for 48 hours to insure that infection does not set 
up or become established in the area and create a condition 
that would cause the joint to open. 


Another complication we encounter in wound healing js 
known technically as exuberant granulation. The horseman 
knows this as formation of proud flesh in a wound. Instead 
of the wound filling in and the skin healing over, there is 
merely an outgrowth of white mushy or spongy tissue that 
tends to grow out past the level of the skin and prevent the 
actual wound from closing. This is particularly noticeable in 
hot weather, and even small wounds will exhibit this char- 
acteristic during the summer. We depend mostly on caustics, 
in the form of some of the acids, silver nitrate, or caustic 
powders to burn this tissue back to the level of the skin and 
then try to maintain that condition until the skin can grow 
over it. 


Another complication we encounter in hot weather is the 
infestation of wounds by maggots, and in some parts of the 
country by screw worms. This is, in the case of maggots. not 
an especially serious thing, but rather aggravating for anyone 
taking care of the wound. They must be removed. Actually, 
maggots tend to clean up a wound more than harm it. They 
live only on dead tissue; they don’t disturb the living tissue 
at all. However, they must be removed before the wound 
can be healed. Ordinarily this is accomplished by mechanical 
removal, whenever feasible. If necessary, the application of 
ether will cause the maggots to release their hold and they 
can be removed. Screw worms are especially a problem in 
the South, and all flesh wounds should be dressed with a 
special screw worm preventive. Such preparations are avail- 
able anywhere screw worms are found. 

One other condition, while it actually may not be an 
injury itself, may be due to the injury. This is the abscess. 
Abscess formation is Nature’s method of handling infections. 
It is simply a localization, a concentration of infective organ- 
isms and dead cell debris in a position where they can be 
disposed of. Abscess formation, where it appears, should be 
encouraged. The abscess should be “drawn” to a point where 
it will preferably rupture to the outside. If it fails to do this 
within a reasonable time it can be lanced and drained. An 
abscess should never be lanced until it heads. or until drain- 
age can be accomplished without cutting through healthy 
tissue to reach it. The reason for this precaution is that blood 
vessels, passing through healthy tissue and exposed to the 
pus of the draining abscess, will pick up the infection and 
carry it to other glands, causing other abscesses to develop. 

Summarizing the horseman’s handling of fresh wounds 
we should first stress the importance of taking only those 
steps that will not irritate the damaged tissues further. He 
should examine the injury with the following in mind: 

(a) It must be thoroughly cleaned both superficially 

and deeply. 

(b) Proper drainage must be provided. 

(c) Suturing should be employed if indicated. 

(d) The wound should be immobilized if at all prac- 

tical or possible. 

(e) Treatment to prevent or combat infection in the 

wound area should be given. 

(f{) Tetanus antitoxin should be given. 

Unless he is prepared to give adequate care in regard 
to all of these he should call his veterinarian at once. Time 
is an important factor in wound treatment. especially where 
extensive tissue damage is sustained. Remember, finally, that 
Nature will accomplish a remarkable job if only man can be 
restrained from interfering with her treatment.

PAVOT AND NATIVE DANCER 


A record that has stood for eight years 
among the Turf’s juveniles, and had its 
beginning at Delaware Park. is threat- 
ened by the latest sensation of the Turf. 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s unbeaten gray 
speedster, Native Dancer. 


Back in 1944. Delaware Park opened 
after having been voluntarily closed the 
previous year because of the war. In the 
waning days of the meeting. on June 26, 
Oscar White. trainer for the combined 
stables of Mr. and Mrs. Walter M. Jef- 
fords. of Glen Riddle. Pa., entered in a 
514 furlong maiden race, the 2-year-old 
colt Pavot. owned by Mr. Jeffords. 


A good looking son of Case Ace—Coque- 
licot, Pavot’s main objective at the meet- 
ing was the forthcoming renewal of Dela- 
ware’ Christiana Stakes for 2-year-olds. 
down for decision on July 4. Even though 
this was the colt’s first outing. the “word” 
apparently had gotten around that he 
was a runner, since he closed at slightly 
more than three to five. Taking the lead 
right at the start, he gave his backers no 
concern whatever, coasting to the wire 
eight lengths to the good. While one 
race doesn’t make a champion, any skep- 
ticism regarding the colt’s ability was 
certainly erased following his next race, 
which was in the Christiana Stakes. 


Although meeting stiffer competition 
than in his previous race, Pavot not only 
won with ease. but in doing so set a new 
track record of 1:04%5 for the 514 furlong 
sprint. Moving on to New England _ fol- 
lowing his successes at Delaware. the 
colts next start was in the Mayflower 
Stakes at Suffolk Downs. Again he tri- 
umphed. and after beating the best they 
had to offer in New England. Pavot was 
shipped to Belmont Park for the Sara- 
toga meeting. which was not being run 
up-state that year because of the wartime 
restrictions on travel. At the transplanted 
Spa meeting, the son of Case Ace made a 
show of his opposition by scoring a clean 
sweep in the United States Hotel Stakes. 
Saratoga Special. Grand Union Hotel 
and the Hopeful Stakes. In his final start 
of the year, Pavot captured the biggest 
prize of them all—the Belmont Futurity. 
down the Widener chute. That race net- 
ted him $53.890 for his biggest financial 
score of the year. 

Not only did the colt and his first year 
of racing as champion of the juvenile di- 
vision, but his earnings of $179.040 placed 
him at the head of the list of the 30 lead- 
ing stakes winners of 1944. Quite a feat 
for a 2-year-old. 


To date. Native Dancer has won eight 
races and $191.970. which means he has 
won one more race. and is $12.930 ahead 
of the Jeffords champion in earnings. 
However. the question as to whether he 
will supplant Pavot as the next undefeated
